Soviet Hybrid 
Wheat Studies 
Achieving Gains 


MOSCOW, March 21—(Reuters) 
—Experiments during the last 15 
years in Russia in hybridizing 
wheat with hardy wild plants to 
obtain high wheat yields coupl- 
ed with resistance to drought, 
frost and disease, have had some 
measure of success, leading sci- 
entists here say. 

They claim new varieties of 
both spring and winter wheat 
have been developed, possessing 
complex properties of high agri- 
cultural importance—particularly 
perennial wheat. 

A decade ago, the scientists 
claim, hybridization of wheat with 
couch grass produced perennial 
wheat which yielded three to 
four crops but it was unsuitable 
for large-scale cultivation. The 
new varieties, they say, are 
recommended for sowing in any 
agricultural zone.

The Council seems to be plainly bound 
by the Charter to take this complaint into 
consideration, The wording appears to leave 
it no option, And in any case the Council 
could not turn a deaf ear without destroying 
its own prestige and causing other aggrieved 
nations to seek other means of redress. The 
Council is supposed to be at least a fact- 
finding body. 

That the Council can do anything more 
than hear the disputants is something else. 
It can only make a decision if seven of the 
eleven members vote one way. Ahd this 
Seven must include the five permanent 
members—of which Russia is one. This is 
where the “veto power” comes in. Russia 
can, if it wants to, prevent the Council tak- 
ing any action. 

It will be recalled that at London Mr. 
Vishinsky threatened to use this veto power 
if the Council sought to deal with the Iran 
situation, and demanded that this be left to 
negotiation between the two countries. The 
Council complied. It could do nothing else, 


This is as it should be. It is a wise step 


which will be appreciated by men and women | 


who very properly wish to fit themselves for 
professional and skilled employment. 

Unfortunately this beneficent move is 
almost completely nullified by the lack of 
housing in most university centres, includ- 
ing Edmonton, where veterans who wish to 
take classes for any length of time find 
‘themselves confronted with impossible living 
conditions.

Canada’s urgent need for tens of thou- 
sands of modern houses that will rent or 
can be purchased at between $18 and $25 a 
month is a fundamental factor in almost 


every public undertaking. All social legisla- | 


tion comes back to it. Even the production 
of the country can be seriously decreased 


by the diversion of inordinate sums from the | 
household budget into disproportionate 
rentals. 

All government planning depends, in the 
final instance, upon the ability of the people 
to find homes they can afford. 

The subsidization of modern low-rental 
houses has therefore become a most pressing 
business of government. 


Going Too Far 


The Saskatchewan legislature passed a 
resolution asking that income tax exemp- 
tions be raised to $1200 for a single person 
and $2500 for a married person, 

The only thing wrong with this resolu- 
tion is that it sets figures higher than are 
commonly recognized as fair. There is quite 
general agreement that no person should 
have to pay on an income less than $1000 |: 
and no married person on an income less | 
than $2000. This proposal can be absolutely 
justified by reference to the cost of living. 
It is practically unanswerable. 

But a good cause is not helped by asking 
for too much. That only builds up resistance 
and puts arguments into the hands of 
opponents, There is at least a fair chance 
that pressure of public opinion will force 
exemptions up to the $1000-$2000 level. But 
to start going beyond that and make larger 
demands may create an impression that the 
advocates of increased exemptions are un- 
reasonable people who want to shirk a fair 
share of the taxpaying burden, 

Energetically handled by opponents of 
any increase at all in exemptions, the Sas- 
katchewan resolution can do more harm | 
than good. 


It’s Up To Customers 


Meat packers in Chicago say the black 
market operators are making it impossible 
for them to supply their customers. In some | 
areas, they say, the flow of beef in legitimate | 
channels has dropped to 30 per cent, in | 
others to a ‘mere trickle”, 

This is another way of saying that peo- 
ple who obey the law cannot get beef because 
people who are willing to pay more than the 
legal ceiling prices are getting more than 
their share, Obviously one of three things 
must happen. Law respecting citizens will 
have to go on doing without beef, ceiling 
prices will have to be raised, or the black 
market operations will have to be stopped. 

For whatever reason, black marketing 
has not attained in Canada anything re- 
sembling the proportions to which it has 
spread in the United States, But the moral 
of the situation there is plain, and may be 
noted with profit by people in the Dominion. 
What has happened there could happen here, 
in relation to meat or other commodities. 

It is not, in Chicago or in Canada, a case 
of the police versus the black market oper- 
ators. The battle is between customers who 
keep the law and customers who break it. 
Black marketing does not start because some 
dealer is willing to violate the law. It starts 
and flourishes because there are people who 
are willing to pay him for doing se. If his 
customers refused to pay more than ceiling 
prices he would go out of business. He 
couldn't do anything else. 

In Canada, as in Chicago, it is up to the

Education and Prosperity? 

Editor, Bulletin: During the last 
week or so I have been very much 
interested in the address series 
which our Edmonton Publie School 
Board is sponsiring in the interests 
of improved educational facilities 
in our city. 

Recently we listened te a round- 
table discussion between J. C. Me- 
Donald, chairman of the property 
committee of the Edmonton Public 
School Board, and two ladies. One 
of them asked the question “What 
proportion does our provincial 
government pay towards costs of 
Education?” Mr. Macdonald's re- 
ply was “5.2 per cent”, 

That's shocking! Is it any wonder 
that our children attend public 
schools in this, the capital city of 
the province, Where they are ob- 
liged to use out-door toilets even 
in the bitterest of cold weather. In 
the same city school they are also 
being deprived of any kind of phys- 
ical education, and cultural and 
gymnastic dancing during the long 
winter months through lack of any 
kind of gymnasium or recreation 
room, First aid room, lunch room, 
rest room for teachers or pupils 
taken suddenly ill, library room— 
these are non-existent, 

A few years ago the department 
of education introduced a splendid 
system of studies for the children, 
namely—The Enterprise Course of 
Study, where the child could learn 
by doing, and working with others. 
This, I understand, has been tried 
and worked out beautifully in the 
provincial Normal Practice school 
here in the city. where the enroll- 
ment is never allowed to exceed 
30 per room. But how can this ex- 
cellent system be worked out in 
overcrowded class-rooms with en- 
rollments reaching as high as 40, 
and 50 or more? 

Where is our provincial gov- 
|ernment placing their values when 
they contribute 5c on the dollar to 
the cost of education in this city? 

When the provincial government 
increases its grant for educational 
purposes perhaps we will get rid 
of some of these slum-type eondi- 
tions in our schools. (Our present 
School Board is doing all they can 
to correct this). 

If we are content to see our 
children cheated out of the edu- 
cational privileges which are right- 
fully theirs, we can let things drift 
along as they are: if not content, 
let us support the Edmonton Pub-
